What • Story They Cnn Tell of tftc D»- 


relopment of the West. 


The settlement of the West will al- 


ways be a subject of deep Interest to ' 
Americans. In the Century the matter 
Is Interestingly handled In the first of a 
series of articles which will deal with 
the upbuilding of that great empire 
and n graphic pen picture Is given of 
that restless pioneer who turned his 
face toward the setting sun. 


Let us picture, says the writer, this 


first restless American, 
thfS west- 


bound man. \Ve must remember that 
there had been two or three full Amerl- ! 
can generations to produce him, this | 
man who first dared turn away from ! 
the seaboard ami set his face toward 
sinking of the sun, toward the dark j 
and mysterious mountains and forests j 
which then encompassed the least re- ; 
mote land fairly to be called the West. J 
Two generations had produced a man 
different from the old world type. Free 
air and good food hod given him abtm- i 
daut brawn. lie was tall, with Anak 
In his frame. Little fat cloyed the free 
play of his muscles, and there belonged 
to him the heritage of that courage 
which comes of good heart and lungs. 
He was a splendid man to have for an 
ancestor, this tall and florid athlete 
who never heard of athletics. Ills face 
was thin and aquiline, his look high 
and confident, his eyes blue, his speech 
reserved. 


This was our American, discontented 


to dwell longer by the sea. He had two 
tools, the ax and the rifle. 
With the 


one he liullt, with the other be fought 
and lived. Early America saw the In- 
vention of the small-bore rifle because 
there was need for that Invention. It 
required no such long range in those 
forest days, and It gave the greatest 
possible amount of results for Its ex- 
penditure. Its charge was tiny, Its pro- 
vender compact and easily carried by 
the man who must economize In every 
ounce of transported goods; ami yet Its 
powers were •wonderful. 
Our early 


American could plant that little round 
pellet In just such a spot as he liked of 
game animal or red-skinned enemy, 
and the deadly effect of no projectile 
known to man has ever surpassed this 
one, If each be weighed by the- 
f*>?t of 


economic expenditure. This long, small- 
bored tube was one- of Hie eari> agents 
of American civilization. 
The condi- 


tions of the daily life of the time de- 
manded great skill In the use of this 
typical arm, and the accuracy of tha 
early riflemen of the Avest has proba- 
bly never been surpassed in popular 
average by any people of the world. 
Driving a nail and snuffing a candle 
with a. rifle bullet were common forms 
of the amusement which was derived 
from the practice of arms. 


When the American settler had got 


as far West as the plains he needed 
arms of greater range, and then ho 
made them: but the first two genera 
tlous of the west-bound had the bxick- 
skln, bandol<W v,-ith its little bullets. 
Its little meiids for making them, Its* 
little worm, which served to clean the 
Interior of the barrel with a wisp of 
flax, Its tiny flask of precious powder, 
its extra flint or so. The American 
rifle and the American ax—what a his- 
tory might be written of these alone'. 
They were the sole warrant for the 
departure of the outbound man from 
all those associations which had held 
him to his home. He took some sweet 
girl from her own family, some mothet 
or grandmother ot you or me, and he 
took his good ax and rltte, and he put 
his little store on raft or pack-horse, 
and so he started out; and God pros- 
pered him.

TEHSON, NEW JERSEY 


The Judge who sustained a ruling of 


the Treasury Department that Immi- 
grants afflicted with tuberculosis hnd 
no right to enter the country did not 
go Into the merits of the case. He sim- 
ply held that the matter was one for 
the Treasury officials to decide. 
But 


It Is clear that the Treasury decided 
wisely, that It Is doing no more than It 
should to protect the health 
of 
the 


country. Tuberculosis Is the most de- 
structive disease known. In Europe, as 
well as In the United States. It Is the 
cause of more deaths than any other. 
Epidemics of plague and fever are re- 
sponsible for more scares and sensa- 
tions, and occasionally produce a high 
death rate and a large mortality list, 
but tuberculosis works steadily year in 
and year out with the persistence of 
fate. 
It cannot be cured like the epi- 


demics, and though m»w and promis- 
ing remedies are announced every little 
whlletheone thing of a remedial nature 
upon which the best medical minds 
agree and Insist Is that the greatest 
care should be taken to prevent Its In- 
ception and spread. There Is no doubt 
that It Is communicable; that the agent 
for Its dissemination Is the sputum of 
patients; that without strict regula- 
tions this agent Is npt to be found ev- 
erywhere. The seed of the disease Is In 
the street of every town and city, In 
the workshop and on the farm. Hence 
the recommendations for the segrega- 
tion of consumptives and the erection 
of public hospitals for their special 
care. When the dread of the disease is 
so great and such extraordinary pre- 
cautions are urged against It within 
the country It Is certainly reasonable 
that official 
precautions should be 


taken to prevent its Importation. They 
are fully as Justifiable as the measures 
which ^ire taken• to-ktep the sufferers 
from contagious diseases In quaran- 
tine.

found to thrive In the Alaskan 
cli- 


mate, and during the past year the 
town of Dawson was fully supplied 
with green vegetables grown at home. 
It was also proved that grazing is a 
prospective Alaskan industry. Horses, 
sheep and cattle can find excellent pas- 
:ure 
and can get through the winter 


veu when turned out to nnd their own 
food. 
What with cereals, therefore, 


and vegetables and stock, the farmer 
of the Yukon valley will be able to set- 
tle down in that part of the world as 
a permanent resident It Is to be under- 
stood, of course, that the hardships of 
Alaskan life are undeniable. While the 
country Is by no means the gigantic 
ceberg which some people suppose it 
to be, yet the climate Is n little bit more 
han bracing, and the farms, though 
good, can never be of the kind culled 
jonanza. Alaskan agriculture, as I'rof. 
Georgeson remarks, is for the small 
farmer, who shall own his own land 
and who shall support himself largely 
by what he himself produces. To such ] 


man, 
Intelligent 
and industrious, 


Alaska offers great opportunities, for, 
ike the "(Jreat Ameru-an desert" iin-1 
much of the Canadian Northwest Terri- 
tory, it has outlived Its reputation f,..,- 
sterlllty and hopelessness, and is now 
ready to be exploited.

HISTORY OP GOLD SUPPLY. 


two Period* In the Past Compared ts 


the Present One. 


There are only two periods in the his- 


tory of the money metals that can be 
compared to the present and to which 
we may look for 
any 
experimental 


light upon the subject 
One of thesa 


was the period following the discovery 
of America and the exploitation of the 
treasures of Mexico and Peru, and the 
other the period following the discov- 
eries In California and Australia. 


lu the period of 150 years following 


the discovery of America the deprecia- 
tion of the metals was about two-thirds 
of their value; that Is, In 1(550 a given 
amount of gold or silver bought only 
nbout one-third aa much as In 1500. The 
result naturally, was extreme confu- 
sion In affairs, great suffering among 
wage-earners, and embarrassment to 
all whose Incomes were fixed In terms 
of money. 


The "poor laws" of Queen Elizabeth's 


time have been attributed to the dis- 
tress caused by the rise of food without 
equivalent compensation to the wage- 
earning class. The qunrrel of Charles 
I. with parliament was undoubtedly 
aggravated by the necessity for new 
taxes to overcome the declining value 
of the revenues; and some historians 
hold that It was the 
deadly 
money 


question, the bane of politicians in all 
ages, that cost him bis head. 


Gold was discovered In California in 


1848, and in Australia in 1851; and by 
1852 these new fields were producing 
together over $100,000,000 a year. The 
first sign of the influx of the new gold 
into Europe was seen In the holdings 
of the Bank of England. They went up 
from about $40,000,000 In 1847 to $110,- 
000,000 in June, 1853. To get this idle 
money into use the bank reduced its 
regular rate of discount to 2 per cent; 
and the market rate, for a considerable 
time, was reported at 1V6 per cent. The 
belief that the new supplies of gold 
would effect a permanent reduction of 
the rate of interest was so general that 
Mr. Gladstone, then chancellor of the 
exchequer, proposed In parliament a 
scheme to refund the consols below 3 
per 
cent 
and fixed the rate on ex- 


chequer bills at 1*6 per cent—North 
American Review.

Dtltgattt for Reception of Prince Henry 


—Contlderatfon ol Bill for Inmate of 
Salaries of Judges—Urgency Deficiency 
Appropriation Bill 


Secretary Long on Friday issued an 


order retiring Rear-Admiral Sampson. 


The second part of the report of the 


Industrial Commission has been, made 
public. It covers manufacturers and 
Industrial 
combinations, 
and in its 


recommendations quotes from its re- 
port to Congress in 1900. 


Assistant Secretary 
of State Hill, 


Adjt-Gen. Corbin and Rear-Admiral 
Evans have been officially designated 
as the Presidents' delegates for the 
reception and entertainment of H.R.H. 
Prince Henry of Prussia, and this title 
is the formal one used by them in all 
their correspondence. 


Negotiations have been concluded 


between the officials of the German 
Embassy and the management of the 
Willard Hotel to secure the entire first 
floor of that hostelry for the occupancy 
of Prince Henry of Prussia and his 
suite during their stay in the national 
capital. 


On Monday it was reported In Wash- 


ington that unless there shall be a 
decided change for the better in the 
condition of the President's son before 
the end of the present week, it Is 
probable that Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia may be impelled to defer 'his visit 
to the United States until later in the 
year. 


Representative McLaghlln Is prepar- 


ing a most convincing statement for 
the house committee on public build- 
ings relative to the prospective growth 
of Los Angeles during the next twenty 
years. In view of the facts to be pre- 
sented, it is difficult to see ho.w the 
committee can refuse an appropriation 
of $1,000,000 for public buildings. 


The third portion of the Industrial 


Commission's final report treats of 
labor, immigration, taxation and irri- 
gation. Regarding labor it is said that 
the several States establish uniform 
hours ol labor, and also especially 
regulate the hours of employment of 
persons between the age of fourteen 
p.nd twenty-one. The working day of 
all public employment should be eight 
hours, in the hope that it would bring 
private employment to the same stand- 
ard. 


WEDNESDAY. 


SENATE.—At the conclusion of the 


ixrnthie business in the Senate consid- 
eration was resumed in the Urgent 
Deficiency Appropriation Bill. 
The 


entire balance of the day was taken 
up with the debate.

was resumed, occupying the attention 
of the House until adjournment. 


THURSDAY. 


SENATE.—Mr. Scott, Republican, of 


West Virginia, called up and had read 
the resolution which he offered sev- 
eral days ago, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of experts 
to examine what is known as the San 
Bias, or Mandlngo Bay route for an 
isthmian water-way, and to report to 
the Senate the cost of constructing an 
interoceanic canal by that route. 


Mr. Hansbrough of North Dakota 


addressed the Senate on the general 
subject of the irrigation of arid lands, 
his remarks being based upon his bill 
appropriating the receipts from the 
sale 
of the public lands in certain 


States and Territories to the construc- 
tion of irrigation works for the re- 
clamation of arid lands. 


Bills were passed as follows: Au- 


thorizing the construction of a bridge 
across 
the Columbia 
River by the 


Washington and Oregon Railway Com- 
pany; appropriating $2,500,000 for the 
erection of a postofflce in the city of 
New York; appropriating $550,000 for 
the erection of a public building at 
Tacoma, Wash.; providing for two ad- 
ditional associate justices for the Ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma.
